On gaining possesion of the 
oval Hillsdale struck their stride. A pass and a 15 yard run by Roby 
brought the ball to our six-yard line. After 4 downs it was nosed over 
last Quarter ; Assumption again baffling the "Reds" threatened but 
another complete shift of the Hillsdale team cheackod them. The last 
score was made by Roby on an off-tackle play.
